faction-will favor the'enactment of a 
•bill to carry ont the bills of the Ca- 
nadian reciprocity agreement but will 
favor also the reporting of a schedule 
by schedule revision of the tariff, with 


' at leist tUo woolen and cotton sched- 


ules tacked On to the Canadian agree- 
ment. 
The purpose of this suggestion 


is to compel the interpretation that a 
vote against the revision of these sched^ 
•ul«3 is u .vote against Canadian reci- 
procity.

After creating the commission,

bill requires that every employer shall 
furnish reasonably safe

ing to employers" liability, arbitration 
and conciliation, child labor, school at-

The prison officials positively refused 


to.give out information about the case, 
but it is known that they yesterday re- 
ceived a telegram from the department 
of justice instructing them to prepare 
Bigelow for release. The former bank- 
er was relieved of his regular routine 
duties today. •*" 


It is.said that several other prisoners 


will be parpled when Bigelow is releas- 
ed. 


Bigelow sent a. telegram to his family 


early today announcing that his parole 
had, been approved by Attorney General 
.Wickcrsham. Although visitors were not 
permitted to sec him,.it was said that he 
was highly elated at the prospect of be- 
ing released soon. 


The application of eleven men serving 


in the .federal prison here have been 
approved.

Bigelow the Only 
Banker. 


The only banker in the lUt to be given 


parole is.Frank G, Bigelow of Milwaukee 
the other ten being offenders against the 
revenue laws with the .exception of three 
Indians., who arc hopelessly sick with 
consumption. 


It js said the attorney general has not 


vet acted upon any other cases and 
prison officials do not expect to receive 
notice of such action before the middle 
or latter p«rt of this month. 


Bigelow has served nearly six years in 


prison. 
His sentence would have ex- 


pired Feb. .12. 1912 with bis time for 
good behavior deducted. 


Although at liberty outside the pris- 


on walls,. Bigelow will be required to 
report monthly to the parole office of the 
prison until the end of his commuted 
sentence time, when he will be finally 
discharged. 


Has Perfect Prison Record. , 


While 
in 
the penitentiary Bigelow 


lias maintained a perfect record for com- 
plying with prison discipline. 
He has 


been ejnployed in the census 
depart- 


ment, with offices in the special agent's 
department. Each'day it has been his 
duty to make the rounds of the peniten- 
tiary mid Veep a record of the prisoners, 
learn the state of their health and ob- 
tain other information for that depart- 
ment. . 


His health has not been materially af- 


fected by his imprisonment and about 
the only change to be noted in .Lis ap- 
pearance is that his hair 
has 
turned 


gray. 


Bigelow,. who was president of the 


First National Bank of Milwaukee, was 
arrested on April 24, 1905. charged 'with 
the embezzlement of over $100.000 of 
'the funds of the institution.

admitted being a. defaulter to tho extent

The forntei1 banker was sentenced to
